CARRIED BY FRAUDS 


Special Grand Jury Doubts 


Whether an Honest One Has 
Been Held for Years. 


RETURNS. 81 INDICTMENTS 


Calls First Primary a Disgrace—Dead 
Men’s Names Voted and Poll Judges 
in League with Repeaters. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—DoubBt whether an 
honest election has been held in Chicago 
for years past was expressed to-day in 
the report of the special Grand Jury 
which for several weeks has been delv- 
ing into charges growing out of Chicago's 
first primaries. It returned eighty-one 
indictments against twoscore or more of 
politicians and other persons. 

The report characterizes the primary 
election as a disgrace to the city. Vot- 
ing machines are urgently advised as a 
step in a remedial direction and a wider 
application of civil service rules to elec- 
tions. It is remarked that, although the 
police were near every polling booth, the 
investigators received no aid from them 
in seeking to fasten responsibility for 
the conditions which prevailed. 

Fraud in the Primary. 

Here are some of the fraudulent de- 
vices used in the primary election as 
shown in the report: 


Fraudulent registration, leading to fraud- 
ulent voting. 

Repeating by platoons of men, who were 
voted first for one party and then for other 
party candidates at the same precinct. 

Voting names of absentees, non-residents, 
insane, and dead men. 

Accepting false affidavits on behalf of 
we voters known to the Judges to 

e So. 

Numerous and flagrant perjuries by party 
voters to enable them to cast illegal votes. 

Taking votes from non-resident voters 
without affidavits in support of such votes. 

Fraudulently writing names on the poll 
books, and putting ballots in the boxes to 
correspond. 

Keeping upon the registers names of men 
who had removed from the respective pre- 
cincts and voting them. 

Voting the same name more than once at 
the same precinct. - 

Disfranchising voters by permitting their 
names to be voted by others marking bal- 
lots after the boxes were opened. 

Handing voters ballots already marked for 
certain candidates. 

Marking ballots for voters against their 
wishes, and so putting ballots Into the bal- 
lot box. 

Intimidating voters and compelling them 
to vote for their candidates contrary to their 
wishes, 

Strangers and police officers being per- 
mitted to handle the ballots after the boxes 
were opened, so as to permit of fraudulent 
marking of ballots. 


‘All these were proved before us,” says | 
the report, ‘“‘and are by no means all of | 
the devices which we have reason to; 
believe were resorted to in violation of 
every provision of the election laws. From 
the facts coming to our knowledge, we 
express serious doubt whether there has, 
been any honest general or city election | 
in Chicago for years past.

On the face of it 
this appears like undue discrimination. 
All an American owner has to do is to 
bring such a vessel to any American port, 
where he goes through the formality of 
entering at the Custom House, and from 
where he is at liberty to go about ry 
business or pleasure at his own free wi 
without let or hindrance, floating

HE impulses of affection and friendship 
which seek an occasional expression in 
gifts and mementos constitute so strong 
and beautiful a feature of our nature that 
the effort to furnish the means of gratify- 
ing them rather deserves commendation as the sup- 
ply of a want than requires apology as an intrusion. 
It has been the aim,” &c. In this handsome 
sentence the editors introduced to the public the 
Christmas Annual for 1847, “Gem of the Season,” 
in a black moroced binding, decorated with gilt 
scrolis and devices in that style which we involun- 
tarily associate with the Book of Common Prayer, 
leaves gilt edged_all around, “twenty elegant en- 
gravings,” and a list of authors, including the im- 
mortal names of Edwin F. Hatfield, S. D. Burchard, 
and Joseph P. Thomson. Mrs. J. Webb contributes 
a@ poem (see frontispiece) entitted “The Water Dip- 
per,” not the humble tin article with which we are 
all familiar, but a young lady with a low-cut bodice 
and a pail and a remarkably neat coiffure, as we 
discover by turning to the frontispiece, and are, 
moreover, informed by the first verse: 
Far from the busy haunts of men, 
From care and envy free, 
The village maid with guileless heart, 
Trips lightly o’er the lea. 

Mrs. V. G. Ramsay sends in “ The Infidel’s Wife 
beginning: “Emma Wilton was a beautiful girl. 
* * * But alas! Hers was a mournful fate! 
* * * ” which admirably Illustrates Stevenson’s 
dictum that a story which is destined to end badly, 
must end badly from the start. Emma married 
Henry Greenville, and * * * “two years passed 
away, and Emma was happy; true, her husband 
was sometimes absent late at night, but he always 
urged important business as an excuse.” Henry 
seems to the modern mind singularly to have lacked 
Originality. At last he comes home drunk and throws 
the Bible in the fire, and that naturally breaks up 
the home. One of the twenty eclewant engravings 
represents a gentleman in tights and a flowing man- 
tle, with clasped hands, goggling his eyes out in a 
frenzied attitude over a sun dial; it is labeled “ Pro- 
crastination,” and its meaning might be more or 
jess obscure had not Mr. Henry T. Cheever elucidat- 
ed it in a polished essay on the next page. “ Qui non 
est hodie, cras minus aptus erit,” says Mr. Cheever 
Classi€ally, and goes on to expiain that “just as the 
pilgrim gets there the dial’s gnomon levels it shadow 
at 6, the very hour when he was to have embarked 
for America in the ship that has all his effects! 
* © * The bay is yet four miles off * * * ” 
now we understand; the pilgrim may indeed take 
the next ship, but im the meanwhile his effects will 
be exposed for who knows how long to the dubious 
attention of the Americans. No wondér he has 
“ dropped his staff in tremulous agony and is wring- 
ing his hands in despair.” What's going to become 
of his other suit of tights? 

“The Gem of the Season" waa not the only an-

names, let them remember that we have been as- 
sured on the highest classic authority there were 
many heroes besides Agamemnon, and tearless and 
unknown they went down toe the long night, for 
want of a singer. Both these gentlemen display an 
astounding versatility, so that it would be impossible 
to select samples from their several moods; but per- 
haps William E. Burton, Esq., is at his best in his 
initial effort, “ The Aeronaut’s Revenge.” Most of us 
can fancy what a proper and spirited revenge for an 
aeronaut would be: to hover over his victim on the 
promenade, and at the critical instant cut loose a 
ton or so of ballast. However, Mr. Burton's aero- 
naut, ignoring this obvious course and also his own 
matchless capacity for talking people to death, 
adopts various other equally subtle and inhuman 
methods, “I passed many weeks in endeavoring to 
procure a few drops of the Wourali poison * * * 
which conquers life with dread rapidity and leaves 
no taint upon the flesh. * * * I purchased an 
air gun and resolved to slay him in his own parlor 
as he sat by the side of his wife. * * * ” These 
ingenious schemes having miscarried, he at last per- 
suades his enemy ‘to go up in @ balloon with him 
and drops him overboard with a number of gory and 
grisly details. There are a dozen characters or 
thereabout in this pleasant Christmas tale, and the 
aeronaut is the only survivor when we get to the 
end of it. Peace on earth, good will to men! 

A very few specimens of annual literature will 
suffice, for they are all exactly alike and might have 
been written by the same person; they flourished 
mightily during the middle decades of the last cent- 
ury—did not Mr. Arthur Pendennis write for an 
annual at one time? But the Annual (to be at once 
witty and elegant in the taste of its day) was em- 
phatically not a perennial, It is a species of liter- 
ary vegetation somewhat difficult to come at now- 


adays—shy as a violet; the second-hand dealers re- 


ceive a request for one with perplexity and suspi- 
cion, and hint that most of these publications have 
probably gone the road of Henry Greenville’s Bible. 
They are not merely on the way to extinction, liks 
the Indian and the native forest and the New Bed- 
ford whaler; they are as totally extinct as any 
growth of the Palaeozoic Period.

and honest as ourselves. How could they sit down 
patiently under such an infliction of gingerbread 
rhetoric, tinsel heroics, sham sentiment? We have 
come upon our destructive American humor 
as the surest of weapons against any sort of insin- 
cerity; had we no fun in us in 1845? We find it hard 
to belleve that that particular sense has developed 
and improved along with—let us say—our farm ma- 
chinery and surgical practice. That sturdy old party 
with the stock and the towering forelock and the vel- 
vet coat collar up about his ears, who hangs on his 
checked and darkened canvas over the sitting-room 
mantelpiece, and whom the children venerate as ~ 
great-grandpa—did he ever thrill over “The Aéro- 
naut’s Revenge"? Did he read “The Forest Maid” 
without a smile? We may talk as much as we please * 
about affectation and artificiality having been the 
fashion of his day, but nobody could have been less 
affected and artificial than he, and the society in 
which he moved. It was ohly when a man—or, worse ~ 
still, a woman—sat down to write that he ceased to 
be natural and straightforward. He thought he had 
to speak shibboleth, and there fs a kind of ghastly 
maturity about all this trash and the deliberate ef- 
fort with which it was accomplished. Much of what 
we read nowadays sesins to have been written by a 
lot of very intelligent college boys and girls for a lot 
of other college boys and girls not quite so intelli- 
gent. We can pardon the silliness for the sake of 
the youth and the honest endeavor, but the idea of 
grown men and women spending their lives grind- 
ing out ineffable bosh for other grown men and 
women to read is somehow at once offensive and 
amusing.

Yet, perhaps, on the whole (and that word “ shib- 
boleth”’ brings this to mind) the main difference be- 
tween the Christmas number, 1908, of Piffie’s Month- 
ly and the “Gem of the Season” for 1847 is only 
a difference of catch words.

Poe had just passed his seventeenth 
birthday when he arrived at Charlottes- 
ville to enter the university, then in its 
second session.

lecture room of Dr. George Blaetter- 
man, @ learned German who, with a 
pleasant English bride, had reached 
the university by way of London. Dr. 
Blaetterman was a man of extensive, 
probably profound, learning, especially 
in Janguages. In his day the catalogué 
announced his offer of courses. in 
French, Spanish, Italian, German, and 
Anglo-Saxon, and if any one wished to 
stray further afield in Nnguistics the 
good doctor would guide him safely 
among the idioms of Denmark, Sweden, 
Holland, and Portugal. With ail. his 
learning, the irascible German had but 
poor control over his classes, and Poe 
must have witnessed some of the fre- 
quent quarrels that disturbed the aca- 
demic peace of his classroom. .. 

Poe haunted the library as much as 
the narrow restrictions of that day’ per- 
mitted. For the time it was an excel- 
lent collection, for, in spite of the need 
of money for buildings and equipments, 
Mr. Jefferson dealt liberally with this 
branch of his infant institution. Young 
Wertenbaker was in charge, and his 
record showed that this 17-year-old boy 
borrowed Rolilin’s “ Histoire Ancienne,” 
Robertson’s ‘‘America,” Marsnall’s 
“Washington,” Voltaire’s “ Histoire 
Particuliére,” and Dufief’s “ Nature 
Displayed.” In addition he read, with 
his friend Tucker, Lingard and Hume, 
and enjoyed a pageantry of the poets 
from Chaucer to the singer of Abbots- 
ford, the latter just then entering: the 
shadow of the financial eclipse of the 
publishing house of Constable, 


J. T. L. Preston wrote late in life that 
he sat on the same form with Poe in 
John Clark’s school in Richmond. Bven 
then, at 15 or 16, he spent much of his 
time in writing verses, which he sub- 
mitted to Preston, who in turn submit- 
ted them to his mother, a daughter of 

Sdmund Randolph. Poe claimed that 
aa first edition— printed in Boston in 

827—containing Tamerlane” and 
oro other pieces- made up of 
poems written in 1821-2, before he had 
reached his fourteenth year. No doubt 
he took these early creations of his 
genius to the university, and indulged 
his propensity to reshape and polish. 
That he did this, or wrote the poems in 
his student days, is almost certain, The 
thin volume was printed before May 26, 
1827, the date of Poe’s enlistment in 
the army, and less than six months aft- 
er he left tle university. That interval 
he spent at a desk in his foster-father’s 
store in Richmond, and on his way to 
Boston, leaving him little time for the 
production of ten poems of such high 
order of merit that nine of them are in- 
cluded in all collected editions of his 
works. They show us the mastering 
moods of his mind and soul in his eight- 
eenth year. The college boy was al- 
ready a man psychologized by gloom, 
awed by the pitiless transience of 
things, the sureness of death’s victory, 
and fascindted with the beauty of its 
young victims.

His friend Tucker tells of his efforts 
“and successes in writing short stories, 
which he read in No. 13 to a favored 
few of his friends, and no doubt the 
first draft of his first published story, 
the “‘ Manuscript Found in a Bottle,” 
was made there. More than fifty years 
after he recalled these readings in the 
little room when Poe, forgetting every- 
thing but the story to which he was 
giving expression, Wrought so power-~ 
fully on his eager auditors that, it is 
Baid, they were afraid to breathe lest 


generally recommend him to young men 
who felt rather than thought, and It is 
probable that he did not have a large 
acquaintance. But there were choice 
spirits in his set—like Thomas 8. Ghol- 
son, afterward an honored Judge; Up- 
ton Beall, and Philip S. Slaughter, ven- 
erated clergymen in the after years, 
and William M. Burwell, who became 
an editor of De Bow’s Review. They 
knew the young poet for “as true and 
perfect a friend as the waywardness 
of his nature. would allow.” ‘“ There 
was never then,” one of them declared, 
“the least trace of insincerity.” 


Poe’s year at the university was not 
an idle one by any means. He did his 
class work well enough to pass exact« 
ing examinations and earn the highest 
academic honors then bestowed; he 
read many books, copied favorite poems 
for his friend Tucker, prepared an es- 
say for the Jefferson Literary Society, 
engaged in society debates, wrote sto- 
ries and read them to his friends, and 
took long walks in the Ragged Mount- 
ains southwest of the unfversity. He 
had arrived at the institution with an 
athletic record, and probably went. in 
for milltary evolutions and tactics, the 
form taken by the “gymnastics” of 
the day, a West Pointer, William Mat- 
thews, being the drillmaster. Obviously 
there was no need of much dissipation 
to kill time. That he was to some ex- 
tent dissipated he tells us, and we 
may believe him. If he did not drink 
and gamble and fight it was not for 
lack of example in the society of the 
collegians among whom he moved. 
Their convictions and ideals were based 
on misconceptions, on a confusion of 
personal liberty- with lawless license, 
and sometimes led beyond the playing 
of cards and the frenzy of drink to 
criminal acts, and once, some years 
after Poe had left the university, even 
to the length of murder, 

If the records are silent as to much of 
Poe’s history at the university, they 
are loquacious of the atmosphere in 
which he lived. There is preserved at 
the institution the first volume of the 
minutes of the Faculty, a long, narrow, 
unruled book which tells a vivid story 
of gambling and drinking and other 
forbidden practices,-but Poe’s name is 
set down only once, and then he ap- 
pears as a witness who knows nothing 
about the case under investigation. If 
a student ever indulged in loo or drank 
mint sling or cherry bounce, he was 
pretty sure to be detected, and the nar- 
rative of his sinning entered in the min- 
utes by the Professor Secretary. The 
very day of Poe's matriculation the 
professors were busily investigating 
withdrawals of books from the library 
on forged orders, and several students 
acknowledged their guilt without any 
apparent loss of consequence. Cases of 
lingering and drinking at " Mowsby’s 
shop,” where mint sling was dispensed 
even on Sundays, were tried and the of- 
fenders punished, and the firing of 
“ squibs”’ was reprehended as if it had 
been a new gunpowder plot. The col- 
lege bell was rung at unseasonable 
hours, against the peace and dignity of 
the academic commonwealth; back- 
gammon seduced and committed its un- 
wise votaries to’ the terrors of the en- 
actments. Callow youths carried dirks 
and revolvers, and drunken ones sought 
to stop the carriage of a professor re- 
turning from church with the ladies of 
his family. The Sheriff even tried to 
summon twenty-five to a Grapd Jury in 
aid of an inquisition intended, it is said, 
to ferret out gamblers, and failed igno- 
miniously in spite of the co-operation 
of the Faculty. He did not fail to pro- 
duce an exodus, but the story that Poe 
led the fleeing collegians to the Ragged 
Mountains, although found in a charm- 
ing biography, is a graceful fiction: Poe 
had no occasion to fly to a mountain of 
refuge. Thé names of the students in- 


peace; Poe, too, but for his genius, 
would have sunk into his grave and 
been forgotten. His gifts put him be- 
yond the merciful ministrations of 
oblivion. Israfel singing “widly weij,” 
Ligela with her und{minishable harmoe 
nies, Annabel Leo in her seaside king~ 
dom, Helen with her hyacinth hair, Le- 
nore with “the life upon her yellow 
hair but not within her eyes,” have 
held him bound to earth to be scourged. 
It has seemed to the world, certainly 
until recently, to be right and proper 
that Poe’s private life should be forever 
exposed to the inspection of the kind of 
people who visit the morgues, that he 
should.be denounced as sot and worse, 
and that the measure of his genius 
should be taken by standards that 
gauge things moral and ethical, and not 
the visions of the creative soul. The~ 
students of’ the University of Virginia 
in the year 1826 drank and swaggered 
and fought. They owed debts of honor, 
and they did things that were con- 
stantly getting them into hot water 
with the Faculty, and, indeed, getting 
them expelled, but the man who should 
indite the biograph¥™of one of them 
with the same freedom that many have 
written about Poe would find a de- 
scendant of the gay collegian facing 
him and demanding to know by what 
right he assailed his private character. 
The world would back the demand; 
why has it not supported the protest of 
those who believe that Poe’s name is 
entitled to like immunity and_protec- 
tion?

HE compilers of the agreeable * Sta 
ries of the English Artists from 
Vandyck to Turner” frankly make 

their appeals not to “the student, the 
dilettante, and the connoisseur,” but to 
the “‘ general reader, ignorant possibly of 
what is good or bad in art.” Within the 
narrow field chosen the work is accept- 
ably accomplished by the free and ac- 
knowledged use of material gathered by 
others. 

In such a small compass and with the 
avowed purpose of centring the interest 
on “trifling persona] details, anecdotes, 
scraps of gossip, notes of conversations, 
and the like,”’ it would be vain to look for 
critical judgment and nice distinctions of 
relative values. It is, therefore, got sur- 
prising to find an almost equal meed of 
praise bestowed upon each artist in turn, 
and the uninformed reader will have to 
look elsewhere for anything like discrim- 
ination. There is, however, a pleasant 
sense of knowing interesting bits about 
interesting people with the intimate touch 
supposed to be an adjunct of the studio 
tea, and for those whose curiosity is 
sufficiently aroused by tue unpretending 
chronicle to wish for further Information 
there is offered a list of references to 
well-known and easily accessible books. 

Portrait painting preceded in England 
all other forms of the art of représenta- 
tion, and as a rule the successful paint- 
ers studied with as much assiduity the 
arts of the courtier as that of the artist. 
Not all who sat for their portraits crayed 
the bald truth as Oliver Cromwell did 
when he Instructed Sir Peter Lely: “I 
desire you would use all your skill to paint 
my picture truly like me, and not flat- 
terme at all, but remark all these rough- 
nesses, pimples, warts, and everything 
as you see me, otherwise I will never pay 
a farthing for it.”

ISS ALICE MacGOWAN, 
whose short stories, contrib- 
uted from time to time to our 

: magazines, are in such high 

favor with the public, has lately pub- 
lished a novel of Tenriessee mountain 
life, entitled “Judith of the Cumbere 
lands.” In the case of this novel, as 
also in the case of her short storfes, 
Miss MacGowan’s readers might sup- 
pose, from the fact that the author is a 
woman, that the intimate details of 
mountain life in general, and of illicit 
whisky ‘listilling in particular, as given 
in her book, and of the feuds therefrom 
resultant, were drawn from second- 
hand information. But this is not so. 
Several years ago Miss MacGowan, then 
beginning her literary career, and desir- 
ing to write of the mountains and the 
mountain people, undertook a horse- 
back ride from Roan Mountain, in 
North Carolina, to Chattanooga, on the 
line between Tennessee and Georgia. 
Her route was mapped out for her by 
an old soldier, who had campaigned 
through that country, and it penetrated 
the wild heart of the region, seldom 
going within hailing distance of a rail- 
Way, and selecting always the ‘pictur- 
esque and unusual rather than the con- 
venient. The following account of some 
of the experiences of this ride is based 
upen an account given the writer per- 
sonally by Miss MacGowan herself: 

In preparation for her ride she pur- 
chased a hardy little mountain mare, 
and proceeded to equip her saddle for 
the trip, since many trails she would 
ride were but bridle paths, and trunks 
and the raiment they represent had to 
be left behind. Her saddle was .one 
built for her and presented to her in the 
West, of the deep, easy, cowgirl 'pat- 
tern, with plenty of tie strings and 
earrying room. On it she stowed a va- 


| iiee, a mhackintosh bundle, and an um- 
brella, and thus equipped*she faced the * 


wilderness. Your true mountaineer is 
as hospitable as an Arab. He may slay 
you in your sleep, mistakmg you for a 
revenue apy, but he will have given you 
a good supper before you went to bed, 
and if no misconception arises of this 
sert, and you are not in actual danger 
of your life, he will speed you on your. 
journey next morning and go out of his 
way to see that you reach your next 
stage and are duly accredited to the 
most hopeful host. During all the 
thousand miles of riding which Miss 
MacGowan undertook in this one trip, 
or series of trips, she encountered no 
unkindness or discourtesy; there was 
mild astonishment over her taste in the 
matter of places to visit and some occa- 
sional failure to comprehend her mo- 
tives. She laid up at that time a store 
of material; she was fofcibly thrust 
into an intimate comprehension of that 
life, which reveals itself most pleasing- 
ly in the pages of her latest romance. 
Riding along one day on this trip of 
hers, where the way ran for six or eight 
miles beside a roaring mountain tor- 
rent, and with frowning bluffs over- 


hanging it on the other hand, Miss Mac- 


Gowan fell in with a man driving a 
wagon loaded with what appeared to 
be hay. The pace of his steers was 
slow, yet riding alone all day and every 
day, as the author of ' Judith” did, she 
was eager for a little human compan- 
lonship, and she promptly made up to 
the man; indeed, she rather forced her 
society upon the driver of this ox team. 
He seemed curiously uneasy. 

“This is a mighty wild, 
road for a lady to be travelin’ alone, 
he informed the adventurous. young 
woman, Right thar,’’ and he pointed 
to a little secondary bluff that over- 
hung the water, where it g@nashed upon 
black rocks, ‘right thar that Star 
Route mailboy was murdered, and him 
and his hoss flung off into the river, 
after he’d been robbed.”

2 OMETHING. of the feeling 
4 awakened in you by the 
fresh smile of a child lives in 
f @® the little volume containing 
haif a dozemstories by Jergme K. Jer- 
omeé, called, after the first tale in the 
book, “ The Passing of the Third Floor 
Back,” (Dodd, Mead & Co.) Tender- 
ness, humor, and a certain lovely qual- 
ity of humanity distinguish these sto- 
ries, most of which border a little on 
the fantastic, have about them a breath 
of mystery, a glimmer of moonshine, 
transfiguring their quite commonplace 
characters with a light not quite that of 
common day. The first story has been 
made into a play, which was presented 
by Mr. Forbes-Robertson in 
earlier in the season, and aroused a 
good deal of discussion.

The old problem as to how we would 
live our lives had we but the chance of 
reliving them with the clear knowledge 
brought us by experience is touched on 
in “ The Philosopher’s Joke,” and han- 
died with the author's whimsical 
charm. His conclusion is that our life 
is ruled by impulse and emotion rather 
than reason and judgment, however 
strong a hand the latter -may hold. 
Hearts, not heads, command us, says 
Mr. Jerome, smiling a little mischiev- 
ously upon us behind his three couples, 
as they repeat the mistake of their past. 

The last story in the book is an ex- 
quisite simply the picture of a 
kind and loving soul, a Saxon villager, 
who lays down his life for his love.

The 

actual “moving” was limited 

to office furniture, the McClure books 

having been left in their present store- 

heuse on Twenty-fourth Street the lease 

of which having been renewed by Double- 
day, Page & Co. 

The book business which has thus 
changed hands has been running under 
the McClure name for nine years. Be- 
fore that it had been run for a few years 
as the Doubleday & McClure Company. 
The number of authors on the McClure 
list at the time of transfer was 243, of 
titles 411. The authors-on the Double- 
day, Page & Co.'s list were 250 In num- 
ber, with over 500 titles. Thus the last- 
named company, through the transfer 
which has just been made, now has a 
list of about a thousand titles and 500 
authors. It takes over also all the Mc- 
Clure contracts for books which are not 
yet published, a fact which will mate- 
rially increase its list for the coming sea- 
son. 

Qn account of this change in ownership 
two books which were to have been pub- 
Mshed last week by the McClure Com- 
pany have been delayed until this week, 
when they appear under the auspices of 
Doubleday, Page & Co. These books

A critical and historical view of modern 
Opera gives the scope of a new book by 
Lawrence Gilmari, which is published to- 
day by the John Lane Company under 
the title, “Aspects of Modern Opera.” 
Something of the author's attitude toward 
tis subject is evidenced by the following 
statement taken from the volume: “ Since 
that day, @ quarter of a century ago, 
when Richard Wagner ceased to be a 
dynamic figure in the life of the world, 
the history of operatic art has been, save 
for a few conspicuous exceptions, a bar- 
ren and unprofitable age, and it has 
been so, in a considerable degree, because 
of him.

View of Puccini, ” “Salome: Its Art and 
Ita Morals,” and “A Perfect Music- 
Drama.” 

The new book by Elwood Worcester, D.

But no religion can be 
adequately treated except by dealing with 
its place in history. Moreover, the treat- 
ment in detail does not indicate scholar- 
The essay, for example, on the 
Christian Scriptures does nothing more 
than throw together such results as could 
be got in a few hours’ réading of some 
good introduction to the New Testament.

ative title which the Messrs. 
Jack have chosen for an im- 
portant new book they announce, and 
is a name so comprehensive that 
there seems little need to give any 
further description of the vyolume. 
It will be illustrated with some two 
hundred drawings of birds and their 
eggs in their natural colors. There will 
also be letterpress description of their 
habits and photographs of their nests. 
Messrs. Jack have already issued sim- 
ilar books about flowers and about ani- 
mals, and they.propose later on to do 
one about furniture to be called “‘ Dec- 
orative Furniture,” as well. All of 
these books are’ published, in the first 
instance, in morithly parts; the bird 
book will run for: thirty-four months, 
the furniture book for seventeen. Aft- 
erward they will of course be brought 
together into volumes. 

This issuing of books in serial parts 
is, I think, a more usual proceeding in 
England than in America, though why 
this should be the case it is difficult 
to say. The only reason I have ever 
heard. given is that which is offered in 
explanation of almost every peculiarity 
of the publishing business—that is 
that in America “the trade” will not 
have it otherwise. It would . have 
seemed as if in America there would 
have been a particularly good opening 
for such serial publications.. Perhaps 
their popularity will come later. In 
England I have heard that their popu- 
larity_is on the wane. Serial publica- 
tion from the point of view of the gen- 
eral public presents the same objection 
as does the “installment plan” when 
applied to the sale of ‘any other sort of 
merchandise, The objection is that 
one may buy half or three-quarters of 
the monthly parts, or pay half or three- 
quarters of the monthly installments, 
and then, if for some reason one dis- 
continues one’s buying or one’s paying 
be left with an incomplete book or no 


piano at all. It will be interesting to 
watch the development or nondevelop- 
ment in America of the publication of 
books in parts. 

Another book which Jacks have in 
preparation is “A History of Story 
Telling” by Mr.-Arthur Ransome, who 


wrote a book which attracted attention 


both here and in America about a year 
ago, and was called ‘“‘ Bohemia in Lon- 
don.” In this book.on story telling Mr. 
Ransome has not undertaken to be in 
any way _encyclopaedic, but has writ- 
ten about story telling as a man might 
write of painting or jewelry or any oth- 
er art he loved. He has started with 
the story tellers that did actually tell 
their tales by word of mouth,-and has 
not stopped till he came to the story 
tellers who tell their tales with the aid 
of a typewriter. The book will havea 
good many portrait drawings. 

Every now and then there is a run 


among publishers on some particular 


subject, and this presumably is due to 
coincidence, since books are arranged 
long before they are published, and 
publighers are as a man’s hands should 
be, knowing nothing of what one an- 
other are doing. For example, one of 
the Georges was recently the subject 


of two simultaneously published and 


very elaborate biographies, and several 
other historical personages have been 
similarly honored. Vivisection

HOPI SONGS. 
The fifth and concluding volume of “A 
Journal of American . EB thnology and 


" 
Archaeology,” one of the results of the 
Hemenway Southwestern Expedition, 
takes up the subject of “ Hopi Songs,’ 
and is written by Benjamin Ives Gilman, 
Secretary of the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. This. study of Hopl,. or Mogul, 
singing completes an inquiry_into Pueblo 
music that was begun by this author in 


1891 with a study of Zuni melodies, The 
volume is divided into three parts, In 
the first Mr. Gilman makes a scientific 


study of the Rote-Song of the Hopis. The 
second part is devoted to an exposition of 
the phonographic method in the notation 
of Indian music. The phonograph was 
used in making all of the notations here 
given, which, like Mr, Gilman's collection 
of Zuni melodies, are unique in~béing 
notations of performances, and not of 
pieces of music. The third and major 
part of the book Is given up to notations 
of Hopi songs, diagrams, and comments, 
nearly a score of songs being treated. A 
brief account of the support given by 
Mrs. Mary Hemenway to the study of 
American archaeology, and a list of the 


publications which record itg results close 
the volume.

A STUDY OF IBSEN. 


PARTICULARLY level-headed and 


illuminating study of the Norwegian 
dramatist is that made by Montrose 
J. Moses in ‘* Henrik Ibsen, the Man and 
His Plays."” (Mitchell Kennerley, $1.50.) 
His endeavor throughout is to set forth 
Tbsen in his relation to his own time—the 


action upon his mental and spiritual de- 
velopment of local, national, and univer- 


sal influences, In what way and to what 
extent he voiced the tendencies of his own 
age, and what his own influence, literary, 
dramatic, and moral, has been. He first 
endeavors to trace the hereditary strains 
of temperament which were of capital im- 
portance in their influence upon Ibsen's 


persona! character and literary achieve- 
ment. Next he follows the events and 


surroundings of his early years with the 
aim of discovering what effect they had 
upon his later work. With the beginning 
of Ibsen's literary career the author takes 
up each production and makes of it and 
of the man a sort of reciprocal study, 


causing each to help to illuminate the 
other, The final chapter is a summing 
up of the many-sided individuality of the 


man and of the value of his work. Mr. 
Moses is admirably just and clear-sighted 
in his estimates of Ibsen’s character, 
achievements, and relations toward his 
age. While his attitude Is, in general, that 
of an admirer, he does not deal with his 
author's limitations with too gentle @ 
touch, and he wears no apologetic air 
when he analyzes the reasons for the 
widely spread distaste for the Ibsen 


drama. “ His aim,” he says, “was not 
to give one pleasure, not to seek the best 
in life. His social criticism did not take 
the form of searching for reasons why 
rticular conditions and relations exist, 
Bat of showing why particular conditions 
should not exist." And again: ‘“ His 
moral and mental tones are popularly 
misconstrued under the term pessimism, 
without proper emphasis being. placed 
upon the active optimism~toward which 
he is always working.” “ His true worth 
as an artist is that he stimulates, he pro- 
vokes the workings of conscience.” 


MR. TARKINGTON’S LATEST. 


THE GUEST OF QUESNAY. By Booth Tark- 
ington.

OUND the loud timbrel.” Here is a 


novel which is “ different,” and as 
refreshing to a critical appetite as a 
new meat or a fresh salad. Mr. Tarking- 
ton conceivéd the idea of making a man 
court his own wife in ignorance of her 
identity. He brings !t about by putting his 
hero through an automobile accident at 
the rate of seventy miles an hour. He 
was going the pace in other respects as 
well, his companion being a lady much in 
need of a husband, and who had married 
him, he being under the impression that 
his first wife had secured a divorce which 
he was under no condition to contest. In 
fact, he led his first wife a shocking life, 
and would have died an early death had 
he not put an end to his excesses by 
smashing up his machine and himself. He 
loses all recollection of his past when he 
cracks his skull, but the doctors turn him 
out as good as new, years younger, and a 
model of all that a man should. be. Being 
thus born anew, as it were, he falls in. with 
his wife once more and is drawn toward 
her by the original irresistible impulse, She 
feels the same as of yore and has the 
courage to take up her old life. All ends 
happily, except for the lady who Is bereft 
of the husband she needed so much, 
This bare outline is necessarily insipid 


compared with Mr. Tarkington’s narra- 
tive. He does not altogether succeed in 
ving his tale the air of verisimilitude, 
ut he does provide a literary soufflé 
which contains something delectable to 
almost any taste. The mente, Tove story Is 
delightful, but not more so than the happy 
fate of the middle-aged artist who speaks 
in the first person throughout the story 
as the teller of it, He has arrived at the 
age of being careful what he eats, and of 
thinking himself ridiculous whenever the 
ashes of his younger fires disclose a live 
cinder. With him one of the guests at 
Quesnay falls in love, and her courtship 
is as delicate and fine a piece of story 
teling as one may wish to read. She is a 
sort of compound of Rosalind and Kath- 
erine, as piquant and adorable a piece of 
feminine baggage as any lucky man ever 
fell in with, and yet none too good for her 
elderly swain. He is a thorough good fel- 
low. and he goes up against and stays 
with—if that {s the way to put it—a light- 
weight professional like a trump. The 
book ends with a general mix-up. The 
guest at Quesnay elopes with her husband 
for the second time, and the other loving 
couple roll over and over on the ground 
in a wrestle with the pugilist who inter- 
venes upon behalf of the lady who needs 
the husband who is escaping from her 
blackmailing attentions. Surety ft is as 
odd a climax to a ladv’s courtship as was 
ever written. The dialogue is brisk. some- 
thine is always doing, and from begin- 
ning to end there is an atmosphere of easy 
life and gentility which it Is soothing to 
enjoy even thus vicariously. Mr. Tarking- 
ton has made a hit.

ing 5 much interest and moment 
to both the lay and the professional 
mind. Of late years these questions 
have been attracting the attention of 


legal talent in several countries. The 


eminent Scotch author and advocate, 


Alexander Taylor Innes, has written a 
volume upon the trial of Christ, and the 
Same subject has been discussed by the 
Italian, Giovanni. Rosadi. And now 


Lawyer’s Standpoint,” (the Empire 
Publishing Company, New York,) in 
which he considers exhaustively all the 
questions of law and of ‘fact which 
throw any light upon Christ's trial and 
conviction. For some years Mr. Chand- 


ler has been lecturing upon this subject 
throughout the United States and Can- 


ada, and these two volumes are an am- 


plification of his lectures. 

In the first volume the author takes 
up the facts bearing upon the case and 
discusses their value as evidence. These 
facts are all furnished by the narratives 
of the four Gospels, and therefore his 


discussion must concern itself mainly 
with the credibility of the Scriptures. 


Mr. Chandler examines and analyzes 
the four narratives separately and in 
comparison, and subjects the witnesses 
and their statements to the tests of the 
laws of evidence with the utmost thor- 
oughness.. When the reader reaches 


the end of these seventy pages he feels 


that this portion of the subject has 
been pretty well thrashed out. ‘ The au- 
thor’s standpoint is frankly that of the 
Christian believer, although his inten- 
tion Is evidently to be impartial. 
Having treated the element of fact, he 
next takes up the element of law, and 
discusses rather fully the subject of He- 
brew criminal jurisprudence, in so far 
as it bears upon the trial of Christ. The 
third section is a review of the legal as- 
pects of the trial Im the form of a 
“brief the author discusses all the 
points of the case, considering, among 
other questions, whether or not there 
was a regular legal trial of Jesus before 
the Great Sanhedrin, and showing the 
fllegality of much of the procedura 
The second volume takes up the Ro- 
man trial, discusses the powers and du- 
ties of Pilate, and the Roman law that 
was applicable. One chapter is devoted 
to a history of Pontius Pilate and an 
analysis of his character. The account 
of the taking of Jesus before Pilate, 
then before Herod, and again before 
Pilate, is an Interesting narrative in 
which fact, research, and imagination 
&@re all made to contribute to its com- 
pleteness and its vividness. It is also 
an example of a well-reasoned and co- 
gently stated lawyer’s plea for his 
client. Another section of this volume

treats of Graeco-Roman paganism, and 
has been added, the author explains, tn 
order to give a background of Roman 
social and religious life necessary for 
the understanding of the character of 
Pilate. An appendix contains short 
biographical sketches of the members 
of the Sanhedrin, with & descriptive ac- 
count of that body. In another appen- 
dix are given the apocryphal Acts of 
Pilate, with a brief prefatory account of 
their history and extracts from the 
works of Tischendorf and Lardner dis- 
cussing their authenticity. Several 
pages of bibliography list the works 
that have been quoted by the author. 

The author’s aim has been not only to 
discuss the legal aspects of the trial of 
Jesus, but also to make a lawyer's study 
of the case help prove the divinity of 
the prisoner. The result is a production 
closely and clearly reasoned, which 
those readers who are in sympathy with 
his belief will hold to be an unanswer- 
able argument, but which those who are 
not will doubtless feel could be demol- 
ished by a lawyer holding a brief for the 


opposite side. The volumes are sub- 


stantially bound in half morocco, and 
are illustrated by a number of repro- 
ductions from the works of Munkacsy, 
Durer, Michael Angelo, Alma-Tadema, 
and other artists.

T {s a war within a war of which 
George W. Cable writes in “ Kincaid’s 
Battery,” (Scribner’s, $1.50.) One is 

the war between the North and the South, 
but Inside that and intertwined with it 
and furnishing the greater part of the 
story is a war of ladies” hearts. And al- 


though it is between such tender com- 
batants, it Is bitter, merciless, and almost 


to the death. Incidentally one geta a set- 


ting of that life of which Mr. Cable al- 
ways writes so delightfully—the social lifé 
of New Orleans under the old régime. 
The story opens with the beginning of 
the civil war, just after Miss Anna Cal- 
lender has presented its guns to the ar- 
tillery battery which bears the name of 


its Captain, Hilary Kincaid. Miss Anna 
fs good and sweet and gentle, quite a 


model young woman, and Mr, Cable's 


treatment of her is such that she stands 
before the reader, as the sculptors say, 
“in the round,” a complete ana_ lifelike 
and aiso an attractive figure. Without 
knowing it, she is one of the principals 
tn the battle of hearts—or, rather, the 
battle for the heart of Captain Kincaid. 
The other is a most lovely young woman 
of creole descent, her dear and intimate 
friend, Miss Flora Valcour. She ls a 
very wicked young person, as wicked as 
she is beautiful, so wicked, indeed, ‘that 
there is only one word which fitly de- 
scribes her. And yet nobody in the story, 
not even -her creator himseif, who writes 
about her misdeeds with remarkable cool- 
ness and self-restraint, ever calis her a 
“ she-devil."”” She, too, is in love with 
Captain Kincald, fiercely, maliciously, 
and most determinedly. Also, she and 
her grandmother are in financial straits, 
and it is only by her wits that they can 
keep going. - She intrigues to keep Cap- 
tain Kincaid and Anna Callender apart, 
she lies «nd steals, and when her plans 
miscarry she takes feline revenges upon 
her grandmother, and finally she does her 
best to kill the Captain and herself. And 
all the time she ifs a lovely and fagscinat- 
ing young ctreature with a train of ad- 
mirers ready to drop on their Knées at 
her feet. ly, as Jekyll-and-Hydey @ 
young person as One could find in 4 mile 
of fiction. 

Ky influence of Henry James is very 
marked upon Mr. Cable’s method in this 
novel. He attacks his emotional prob- 
lems obliquely. and indirectly, he trails 
every elusive emotion to its last hiding 

lace, and with exquisitely fine art, even 

f the reader does find it a bit tedious 
sometimes and not quite worth while, 
makes his chief characters depict them- 
selves. and one another through pages 
upon pages of conversation and unimpor- 
tant action.

in New and Beautiful Dress—Calendars and .

In a 
sense the bulk of the books which have 
been issued during the past. two months 
might very easily come Within | this’ clagsi- 
fication of. the gift book—there. are’ .8q 
many. qualitigs to.be considered..when one 
attempts ta, decide upon a book ag.a gift 
which. shall carry some hit of the taste 
of the giver and which shall dt the same 
time appeai to, the particular, predilection. 
of the. person to. whom it is to be pre- 
sented. F , 

Perhaps !t is because everyone ‘likes— 
or should like—a goed book well. printed 
and adequately illustrated that the pub- 
lishers have. hit upon the admirable ex- 
pedient of bringing out at this time new 
and tasteful editions of the classics, or of 
those latter-day authors whose art has 
won for them the assured favor of their 
contemporaries. Indeed, so much a, mat- 
ter of castom has this become .that.one 
might safely say that Christmas is the 
season for the revival of the classics of 
literature—a ‘holly-decked interim when 
one may leave the domain of the ephem- 
eral novel, and those myriad publica- 
tions which have for their excuse some 
purely temporary cause, and feel again 
the witchcraft of those treasures of the 
past whose spell never loses its force and 
whose beauties lend themselves so aptly 
to the artistic treatment of the present. 

This season, as those which have imme- 
diately preceded it, is not lacking in a 
goodly quota of books of the character 
just indicated. Shakespeare, Dickens, 
Jane Austen, Poe, Irving, Whitman, Lin- 
coln are among thosé authors who appear 
in a notable holiday dress. 


Last year two classics— Ingoldsby 
Legends’ and Carroll's “ Alice in. Won- 
derland "—took a prominent place among 
Christmas publications through the su- 
perb illustrations by Arthur Rackham, 
with which the holiday editions of these 
books were graced. This year the same 
artist, who appears to have attained in 
England something of the prominence 
originally enjoyed by Cruikshank, has” 
illustrated one of Shakespéare’s plays, 
“ A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” (Double- 
day, Page & Co: $5.) To. those who are 
familiar with Rackham’s peculiar charm 
as an illustrator, his selection of this in- 
exhaustible drama of faery from the 
treasure of the master of English poesy 
will surely be significant... Rackham is 
gifted with a peculiar faculty for dis- 
cerning and interpreting the fantastic, 
the elusive in our imaginative lIlterature. 


Of. all Shakespeare’s plays the one 
which he has chosen this year offers him 
the, field especially suited to his original 
genius, and it is delightful to note that 
the publisher of the volume has not only 
given to tis pietures a most adequate 
reproduction in color, but has surround- 
ed them with a quaintly harmonious bind- 
ing and cover design—wrapped up in a 
dainty ‘“‘cobweb" paper from Japan— 
suggestive of the artistic wealth within. 
The Rackham illustrations, in full color, 
inset on cardboard pages, are forty-four 
in number, besides various pen and ink 
sketches, by the same artist, which are 
strewn through the text. They are in 
his best menner, and one is loath to de- 
cide which are most charming—those deal- 
ing exclusively with the fairyland of Ti- 
tania and Oberon, the clowns, or the 
Athenian lovers lost in the ludicrous 
labyrinth into which they are thrown by 
the mischievous Puck. 


Of similar interest is the sumptuous edl- 
tion of “‘The Tempest,”’ (E. J. Clode, $4.50,) 
with its forty full-page color drawings by 
Edmund Dulac, Prospero, Caliban, Ariel, 
Miranda find a new interpreter here— 
somewhat after the school of Rackham— 
who. is faithful to the delicious portrayal 
of these characters which has been given 
by the master, and who, at the same time 
filuminates through his delicate art, much 
of the poetry and humor, too eften elud- 
ing the grasp of the learned oritic, of the 
great original. 

A particularly dainty: edition of Charles 
and Mary Lamb's “Tales from Shake- 
speare,”’ (Lippincott, 2 vols. in one, $1.25,) 
has just béen published in limp ‘leather 
and ‘ittustrated by a score of steel en- 
gravings. The Lambs gave the stories of 
only twenty of-—the thirty-six plays of 
Shakespeare, and it is interesting to note 
that now, for the first time, the sixteen 
plays which are missing from their -col- 
lection have been adequately treated ina 
companion volume,’ issued in similar bind- 
ing and illustrations by Harrison S. Mor- 
ris. A dip™into the latter's book shows 
that the -genial spirit of ‘‘ Elia” has 
found a. fitting mouthpiece in this mote 
modern continuer of a grateful task.

Three books which hold a pre-eminently 
important place In ‘this ‘sedson’s holiday 
publications *have to do with thos® popular 
American” illustrators, Harrison Fisher, 
Henry Hutt, and “Howard Chandler 
Christy. The first of these, bearing’ the 
title -‘‘ Bachelor Belles," (Dodd, Mead & 
Co, $3,) has for its text an interesting 
selection of English lyrics, covering An- 
glo-American poetry from the days of 
Thomas Heywood to H. €. Bunner, and 
for its illustrations twenty-two full-page 
color drawings from the brush of Harri- 
son Figher. Each of these drawings por- 
trays a type of modern feminine beauty— 
and it is interesting to note that through- 
out there is a reminiscent flayor.of some 
one model in whom the artist has evi- 
dently discovered-a capacity for a marked 
degree of diversity, 


“The Henry Hutt Picture Book" (Cent- 
ury Company, $3) is a charming collection 
of some. seyenty-fivé cartoons, in which 
the artist touches on various phases of 
American social.life. These cartoons are 
reproduced in full color, as well as in 
black and white, and form a. good com- 
mentary on some of the current phases of 
modern society. 


“The Christy Book of Drawings" (Mof- 
fat, Yard & Co., $350) contains 60 cartoons 
of sentiment, society, the American girl; 
and varied. subjects,.by Howard. Chandler 
Christy,. in black. and -white -and-.color. 
Most of these drawings have appeared in 
the various leading .magazines-and have 
won for the artist his position as a leading 
cartoonist in the social life of America, 

One of. the most unique- books of the 
season has been issued in commemoration 
of the coming.Lincoln centenary,. Bound 
in plain blue cloth this little volume, judg- 
ing from its outward appearance, has 
nothing particularly to recommend it. 
Within, however, is inserted in the midst 
of the pages a large bronze medal, the 
work of Jules Edouard Roine, com- 
memorative of President Lincoln, (G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, $5.) The text inclosing 
the medal contains many of the char- 
acteristic utterances of the martyred 
President, taken from his letters and 
speeches, the whole forming a volume of 
peculiar significance and novelty for 
those who are desirous of possessing me- 
mentoes of the coming Lincoln Centenary. 

In another little volume (Brentano's, $1,) 
are brought together a number of the 
sayings of President Lincoln, selected and 
edited, with an introduction, by Temple 
Scott. This is an addition to “ The Wis- 
dom Series,’’ and bears the appropriate 
title of “‘The Wisdom of Abraham Lin- 
coln.” A similar volume (Brerhano’s, $1,) 
has been prepared under the title “ The 
Wisdom of Walt Whitman The editor 
of the book, Laurens Maynard, com- 
plains in his introduction that the task 
in such a book “is rather one of elim- 
ination than sgelection’’~and yet wher 
one glances through the little volume 
one is struck with the vitality, the sturdy 
American sentiment, of Its utterances, 


Fortunately for the life of English and 
American fiction the name of Jane Austen 
—first of our realistic. novelists—is still 
one to conjure with. Writing before Segft 
published his marvelous Waverley ry 
mances, her revealing novels of English 
life have paved the way to much of e 
finest fiction which has been open’ to. the 
student of English literature during the 
last century. Hence it is a gracious task 
to chronicle the fact that two more of 
Miss Austeus novels appear at this 
Christmas season (‘* Mansfield Park,”’ 
‘Sense and Sensibility,” E. P.. Dutton & 
$2 per volume) in an edition that 
leaves little to be desired by the lover of 
the best books appropriately prodficed 
and illustrated. These two novels by Jane 
Austen like their predecessors of last 
year, ‘ Pride and Prejudice"’ and 
~' Northanger Abbey,'’ are. illustrated in 
color from original paintings by. C. B. 
Brock, and it is enough to say for them 
that the artist carries the reader back

“ Tales,"’ however, brings this to mind, 
(Tales by Edgfir Allan Poe,"’ Centenary 
Edition, with pictures in color by E. lL. 
Blumenschein, Duffield & Co., $2.50,) the 
pages of which are a delight to turn over. 
The little volume is illustrated by seven 
full-page pictures in color harmoniously 
fitting in-with the'text of such classics as 
* The Fall of the House of Usher,” “The 
Black Cat,” “THe Pit ‘and the Pendulum,” 
“ The Masyue of the Red Death,” &c, 

Two ** Year Books” are: published this 
season on a more elaborate plan than 
has been usual with such publications in 
the past: One “The Carolyn Wells 
Year Book” (Henry Holt & Co.,° $1.25) 
and ‘the other “The Pleasant Thought 
Year Book,” : by M. R. J. Du Bols, (Henry 
Holt & Co.; $1.) ‘The latter has for its 
plan the giving of quotations for each 
day in the year from the best writers in 
prose and verse of England and America; 
The Carolyn Wells book is made up from 
the witty sayings, im prose and verse, of 
Miss Wells, author of that delightful 
variation of the limerick on the Tiger and 
the Lady, arranged for the fifty-two 
weeks of the year. 


A book peculiarly adapted to the Christ- 
mastide is the little white-and-gold vol- 
ume containing Selma Lagertof's “‘ Christ 
Legends."’ - "These legends are retold by 
the famous Swedish author (Henry Holt 
& Co.; $1.25) ‘from data which she de- 
clares she found on a trip to Palestine. 
Many of the stories will be recognized by 
those who are familiar with the Apocry- 
phal New’ Testament, ‘ahd all-of’ them, 
né matter what their claim may be to au- 
thenticity, “are eloquent of that’ spirit of 
joy and’ imaginative fervor ~ which’ from 
time immemorial has inyparted its zest to 
the celebration of Christmas. 


An excellent {dea adequately 
out is the: cgnmiment which naturally sug- 
gésts ‘itself to any one after’ a dip into 
the tastefully ‘decorated pages of“ Our 
Home and Country.” Pictured by W. L. 
Taylor, (Moffat, Yard & Co., $3,) in’a 
‘series of thirty full-page illustrations. Mr. 
Taylor has portrayed here typical scenes 
and character life in New England, the 
South, and the Western’ frontier. For his 
text he draws principally from Longfel- 
low, whose “ Hanging of the Crane,” 
“The Children's Hour,"’ “The Old Clock 
On the Stairs,” &c., fit together for 
the purpose of giving a running series 
of sketches of American home life as 
one dreams it was. to be found here some 
fifty years ago. Theres more prose than 
verse, however, and a glance through 
the pages of the volumé leaves a vivid 
impression of the distinctive flavor of 
romance with which our writers have suc- 
ceeded in endowing the various sections 
of the country. The Taylor pictures are re- 
produced in hello type and half-tone, and 
not a little of the interest attaching to 
them arises from the satisfaction which 
one feels in having all these famous 
sketches brought together in one volume. 

As patriotic sentiment forms the inspir- 
ing note of the Taylor Book, so Christ- 
mas and the Christmas spirit are the key- 
note of a neat little volume of essays 
bearing the title ‘“‘By the Christmas Fire.”’ 
(Houghton Mittin Company. $1.25.) 
The author, Samuel M. Crothers, is at his 
best in just the charming, whimsical kind 
of papers that he has brought together 
here, and. from the first page, in which 
he introduces his reader to. the old gen- 
tleman who pokes. his Christmas fire 
with an old-fashioned British bayonet to 
the last, with its suggestive reminiscences 
of Dickens's Old Scrooge, 
wealth of entertainment 
less delightful because it 
an abundance of intellectual profit. The 
book furnished. ‘with attract full- 
page’ pen-and-ink fllustrations and chap- 
ter headings by,.Frances B: Comstock, and 
is bound in red.cloth, with design in blind

@uffield & Co., 6 cents) In which has 
already been published such volutes as 
“The Declaration of Independence,” 
“The Constitution of the United States,” 
&c. Another volume, published simul 
taneously with “‘ Poor Richard's Alma- 
nac,” in this series is “The Sermon on 
the Mount,” given here in two transila- 
tions, one from the King James Version 
and the other from the Revised Version 
of the New Testament, 

There are a number of prettily deco- 
rated and bound volumes containing 
stories which, although not bearing di- 
rectly on Christmas, have an unmistak- 
able holiday flavor in their refreshing 
novelty of imagination. Such a story 
fs “The Mallet’s Masterpiece,” by Ed- 
ward Peple, illustrated by C. M. Burd 
QMoffat, Yard & Co., 75 cents,)\in which 
the reader is taken back to the days 
when Greece was in her full glory and 
listens to a pretty romance the action 
of which centers around the carving of 
the Venus de Milo. 

Then there is a fascinating story of 
Japan by Mrs. Hugh Fraser, “The Heart 
of a Geisha.” (G. P. Putnam's Sons, $2.) 
For some reason or other Japan suggests 
sentiment, pretty romance that frames 
itself, as it were, in lacquered borders 
and decorative landscapes, embowefed 
in cherry blossoms, This impression is 
amply sustained in Mrs, Fraser’s charm- 
ing tale and is helped out by R. Welr 
Crouch's colored decorations appearing 
on each page and the typically Japanese 
frontispiece, drawn by Ludwig Holberg. 

"The Countess Diane,”’ (Dodd, Mead & 
Co., $1.50,) by Henry C. Rowland, contin- 
ues the romance of sentiment so typically 
present in the two foregoing stories, but 
its scene is laid “in the living present,” 
fn the Breton country, where a number 
of artists and others who might be 
artists furnish a véry excellent dramatis 
personae out of which Is evolved one of 
those tales that is essentially ‘‘ pleasing ” 
in character... The volume contains six 
full-page illustrations in color by John 
Rae, who also furnishes the marginal 
decorations with which the text is sur- 
rounded. 

Of an altogether different type from 
apy of these stories is Anna Warner's 
“The Panther,” (Small, Maynard & Co., 
$1.259 which is described in .a sub-title as 
“A Tale of Temptation.” . An extraordl- 
nary colored frontispiece depicting a wo- 
man over whom crouches a panther ~*rns 
the reader that the story is or 2 
struggle, and before he has fin.  .u the 
narrative he is impressed as never before 
with the strange kinship existing between 
the darkest of human passions and the 
beasts of prey\by which they are symbol- 
ized, The volume is illustrated by Pau) 
K. M. Thomas, 


Whoever likes tales of adventure in 
which pirates and honest knights of the 
sea clash together in a glorious welter 
of blood in their pursuit of some fabulous 
treasure will surely hafl with delight 
Howard Pyle’s “The Ruby of Kish- 
moor,” (Harper & Brothers, $1.) . The 
artist-author is an admirable racontew, 
and the West Indies are familiar ground 
to him when he goes a-romancing. This 
story is of the true West Indian, bucca- 
neer type of the long ago, and with the 
ten full-page color illustrations, made by 
the author and fairly glistening with de- 
lightful red pirates cast on backgrounds 
of sedate citizens and shrinking maidens, 
is one of the really unique books of the 
season. 


To-this list of holiday fiction Josephine 
Daskam Bacon contributes “An Idyll of 
All Fools’ Day,” (Dodd, Mead & Ca., 
$1.25,) which certainly has all the light 
and piquant qualities suggested by its 
title. It,carries numerous full-page pen- 
and-ink sketches drawn on brown-tinted 
paper, by R. M. Crosby, as well as 
eketches of the same character scattered 
through the text. 


A “Story of a Boy and Two Other 
Boys "’ is Dr, 8. Weir Mitchell's contribu- 
tion to the fiction stocking of Christmas. 
That is not the real title of his book, 
which is called “‘ A Ventured in 1777.” The 
story, of course, has to do with the days 
of the Revolution—so often and ably de- 
plcted by Dr. Mitchell—and cerftres around 
Christmastime at Valley Forge. The book 
contains numerous full-page illustrations

It is a delight to welcome in fitting 
holiday @ress Thomas Bailey Aldrich's 
exquisite little masterpiece of fiction, 
“Marjorie Daw.’ The story, it will be 
remembered, is toki In the form of letters 
brimming over with humor and subtle 
frony, winding up In an unlooked-for cll- 
max, which, it is strange, has not before 
been seized upon by the writer of fiction. 
The volume, beautifully bound In acariet 
and gold, contains numerous full and half 
page illustrations in tint and black and 
white by John Cecil Clay. 

James Whitcomb Riley, “‘ Millionaire of 
Verse,”” as he has been called, needs no 
introduction, nor would there surely be 
any critic so “atrabilious" as to deny 
the appropriateness as a holiday gift of a 
volume of verse from this poet of our 
Middle West. This season Mr. Riley's 
output is two volumes, “ Riley Songs of 
Summer” - (the Bobbs-Merrill Company) 
and *“ Home Again with Me,” (the Bobbs- 
Merrill Company.) The first of these Is a 
collection of verse dealing with the Sum- 
mer season and the people’ and scenes 
which one is apt to connect with the 
Summer. It is bound in green and gold 
and contains numerous full and half page 
ilustrations by Will Vawter. ‘“ Home 
Again with Me” is a single poem bearing 
that title. In the present edition it has 
been lavishly illustrated with pictures in 
half-color by Howard Chandler Christy. 
The binding is in green, gold, and white; 
the cover carries a picture in full-color 
by Christy. 


In “‘ Christmas To-day ” (Dodd, Mead & 
Co., 75 cents,) the author, Hamilton 
Wright Mabie, has strung together a 
number of essays on the general theme 
of the different view of Christmas which 
has been evolved to-day from a not very 
distant past by the growth of the scien- 
tific spirit. The little volume is tastefully 
printed on heavy paper, bound in green 
boards. 

A little book, decorated throughout with 
designs in {vy leaves, containing a collec- 
tion of 200 sentiments In verse and prose, 
brought together under the title “ Catch- 
words of Friendship,”” (A. C, McCiurg,) 
is an admirably appropriate contribution 
to the exclusively holiday publications. 
There have been several compilations 
dedicated to the sabject of friendship. 
This one is noteworthy for the wide field 
of authors, ancient and modern, which it 


covers in its quotations, 


A volume bound {fn ollve green covers, 
with gold decorations, bearing the title, 
“Card Club Record,” (Brewer, Barse & 
Co., Chicago,) ts, as its name suggests, 
devoted exclusively to games of cards. 
The first and smaller part of the book is 
taken ‘up in a brief compilation of the 
rules governing the most popular games 
of cards. The bulk of the volume is ar- 
ranged for the keeping of scores, to tab- 
ulating lists of guests, prizes -won, &c. 
The page decorations are in appropriate 
colors and designs. 

Longfellow’s “ Evangeline” (John W. 
Luce & Co.) in birch bark paper and bind- 
ing, is one of the pretty offerings of the 
season, The paper not only looks but 
feels like the bark which it imitates. The 
green and black decorations by Marion R, 
Peabody, are in harmony with the phys- 
ical make-up of the book, which in gen- 
eral appearante seems to afford a fitting 
shrine for the poet's Arcadian romance, 

The religious side of Christmas is dwelt 
upon in a beautifully printed little volume 
called “ Quatrains of Christ,” (Paul Elder 
& Co., 75 cents,) by George Cree}, with 
an introduction by Julian Hawthorne. 
The “quatrains” are written in the 
Omar Khayyam verse and meter, and 
emphasize the Divine mission and char- 
acter of Jesus of Nazareth. A remarkable 
picture of the Christ by an’ unnamed 
artist forms the frontispiece to the vol- 
ume, which is decorated throughout with 
appropriate initial letters and marginal 
designs. 

One woul like to linger long over those 
admirable spéciments of book craft known 
as ‘the Mosher Books. “Nothing could be 
méte satisfying to the eye than the beau- 
tifthly printéd pages of these Uttle vol- 

Which are, as a rule, devoid of dec- 
ordtions,~ and rejoice in ample margins, 
Ming some of the best examples of the 
printer’s art. Furthermore, In harmony 
with this excellent physical setting, the 
books themselves are, a8 a rule, reprints 
of classics whieh aré not always easy of 
access, The titles of the Mosher publica- 
tions for this year are Wordsworth's 
* Ode on Immortality,” John Vance Che- 
ney’s “ The Time of Roses,” ‘' TWenty-one 
Poems,” by Lionel Johnson; “ The Pearl, 
an English Vision-Poem of the Fourteenth 
Century,” done into modern verse by Mar- 
ian Mead; Eugene Lee Hamilton's “ Son- 
nets of the Wingless Hours,” “A Little

There. are many other books which have 
either been reviewed at length in these 
columns or appear in this issue among 
the Hundred Holiday Books, &c., which 
are essentially of the holiday gift order. 

Under this head would most certainly 
come that superb volumé “ Egypt -and 
Its Monuments,”’ (The Century Company, 
$6,) by Robert Hichens, with twenty full- 
page color illustrations reproduced from 
paintings by Jules Guerin—a model of lit- 
erary charm and artistic excellence that 
places this volume in the front rank of 
the season’s notable publications; “ The 
Book of the Pearil,”” (the Century Com- 
pany, 12.0,) by George Frederick Kunz 
and Charles Hugh Stevenson, an altogeth- 
er remarkable production in its elabora- 
tion of detail and wealth of illustration, 
containing a hundred full-page plates, 
printed in full. color, in photogravure, 
tint, and black; two Whistler books, one 
the biography by the Pennells, “ Life of 
James McNeill Whistler,” (J. B. Lippin- 
cott Company, $10 two volumes,) which 
will surely be considered one of the most 
important works of the kind appearing in 
recent years, containing more than one 
hundred and twenty plates in halftone 
and photogravure, the other “ With 
Whistler in Venice,” (the Century Com- 
pany, $4,) by Ofto H. Bacher, a book of 
reminiscences thoroughly characteristic 
of the eccentric painter and etcher, with 
reproductions of twenty-six Whistler etch- 
ings, many of them not before published, 
besides lithographs, fac similes of letters, 
&c. 

Then, among the beautiful new edl- 
tions, one would not care to omit from 
this column the Dooneland edition of R. 
D. Blackmore's novel, “ Lorna Doone,” 
(Harper & Brothers, $2.50,) with an intro- 
duction and many notes by H. Snowden 
Ward and fifty halftone illustrations de~ 
picting scenes from the actual Doone 
Country, by Mrs. Catharine Weed Ward; 
“The Chariot Race,” (Harper & Broth- 
ers, $1.25,) from General Lew Wallace’s 
“Ben Hur,” illustrated from paintings 
especially made for it by Sigismund Ivan- 
owski and reproduced in full color; Kings- 
ley’s ‘“‘ The Water Babies,’ (E. P, Dutton 
& Co., $2.50,) beautifully printed on satin 
finish, heavyweight paper, with seventy 
full-page halftone illustrations and six 
colored plates by Arthur Dixon; ‘““Brown- 
ing’s England,” (the Baker & Taylor Com- 
pany, $2,) by Helen A, Clarke, published 
as a companion volume to the author's 
“ Browning’s Italy,” containing twenty 
illustrations and a colored frontispiece; 
“ The Chimes,” (the Baker & Taylor Com- 
Pany, $2,) by Charles. Dickens, containing 
numerous colored and halftone reproduc- 
tions from paintings and drawings by 
George Alfred Williams, 

Finally, there are the Christmas cards 
and calendars, many of them as costly and 
artistic in their make-up as their more 
conservative brethren appearing in all the 
dignity of cloth and leather binding. Hap- 
plly, a decided development has taken 
Place in the matter of Christmas cards. 
Years ago, when the latter first came 
into prominence as substitutes for more 
substantial gifts, they were quite as 
meaningless, quite as gaudy and ephem- 
eral, as many of the cards which appear 
in the valentine season. Now, however, 
@ marked degree of taste is taken In the 
selection of the text for these Christmas 
booklets and calendars, while the artis- 
tic care shown in their design and tilus- 
tration is quife as notable as that shown 
in somo of our more expensive book publi- 
cations at this season. 

Most of the publishers have some of 
these booklets and calendars among their 
Christmas offerings. One of them (E. 
P. Dutton & Co.) has brought together an 
especially elaborate and notable collection 
this season, In this collection there are 
over one hundred styles and sizes to 
choose from, with prices ranging from 
10 cents to $2.50. These cards and calen- 
dars are, all of them, the work of E. Nis- 
bet of Nuremberg. The most striking one 
in the collection is “The Madonna and 
Child Calendar,” ($2.50,) consisting of six 
large reproductions, in full color, of the 
famous madonnas of the old masters on 
a frame of embossed work after the Flor- 
entine style. There are countless other 
art calendars in the séries, all of them in 
full color, arranged with ribbons for hang-

ing, appropriately boxed, some of the most 


notable of which are “The Erooks Cal- 
endar,” ($1.25,) “ The Lullaby Calendar,” 
($2,) “ Our Cats,” ($1.50.) Then there are 
a number of dally calendars—* block cal- 
endars’’ they are usually called—arranged 
with selections for each day from some 
favorite writer— Shakespeare, Dickens, 
Wordsworth, Emerson, Longfellow, &c. 

Of cards the most notable this year take 
the form of illuminated text or verse made 
for, hanging on the wall. There !s a long 
list of these, most of them taken from 
some classic of literature and ranging in 
price from 10 to 50 cents. 

Besides these cards and calendars there 
is a wide selection offered of tastefully 
printed and illustrated booklets, either 


bound fq cloth or illuminated cardboard.- 


These are neatly always from the classics, 
as, for instance, in the “Told to the 


fellow’s ‘‘ Building of the Ship,” &c, 2% 
cents each.) Cards of this quality and 
character, of course, convey something 
of an enduring interest from the giver, 
and in their appeal to sentiment are @ 
long way in advance of their forerunners 
of a generation ago. As a rule all_of 
these distinctively Christmas offerings 
are in tastefully prepared boxes, arranged 
with a view to transmission through the 
post. '

THOMAS KEN AND IZAAK WALTON. By

URELY “The Compleat Angler” {is 
S entitled to an honerable position 
among best sellers. It has averaged 
almost an edition every other year for 
going on three centuries, and the original 
eighteen pence edition is now worth £500 
Here is a constituency any author might 
be proud of, although pride was one of 
the least of the gentle Izaak's failings, 
and numerous enough to give good wel- 
come to an intimate account of the life 
of the gentlest practicer of the gentlest 
art. He has told how to impale a worm 
upon a hook gently, as though you loved 
it, and it is in this manner that his life 
has been written by one in completest 
sympathy. Mr. Marston gives us both 
excellent text and even more welcome 
autographs, fac similee, and pictures both 
of Walton’s house and furniture and of 
scenes in “The Compleat Angler.” It is 
no surprise that his taste in personal 
matters was as good as in angling. He 
was indeed a gentleman angler, and his 
better acquaintance wil] heighten the és- 
teem of the many who already. udmire 
him. 

His wife was the sister of Bishop Ken, 
author of “Glory to Thee, My God, This 
Night,” and other devotional poems and 
hymns. As Mr. Marston quaintly puts 
it, “‘ They were both good men and honest 
anglers; the first was a fisher of men, 
the second an angler of fish.” The story 
of how Ken became Bishop alone makes 
the book worth while. Charles II. was 
then building a palace at Winchester, and 
he asked a lodging at Ken's prebendal 
residence for his favorite of the hour. 
“Not for his kingdom,’ was Kén's re- 
ply. “A woman of ill-reputée ought not 
to be endured in the house of a clergyman, 
and especially the King’s chaplain.” The 
unvouched story is that the lady took 
possession without asking permission 
and refused to move, whereupon the roof 
was razed Over her head. She scud- 
ded to the Deanery, and there the Dean 
allowed her to keep the King company. 
The sequel makes the tale even more 
piquant. When the Bishop of Bath and 
Wells died the King’s peremptory orders 
were “ Odds fish! who shall have Bath 
and Wells but the little black fellow who 
wouldn't give poor Nelly a lodging.”’ Ken 
was both a fighting parson and a Bishop, 
and there are other scenes in his life 
which are good reading, apart from his 
association with the man who made an- 
gling an art agd an avocation for multl- 
tudes, many of whom never threaded a 
worm or — a fly.

The Socialism of the book {fs 
about on a par with that of Upton Sin- 
clair, The rich are freely scourged. The 
argument is chiefly invective. There isa. 
certain amount of scrappy thinking and 
a large amount of éxaggeration and in= ” 
tolerance. Particularly does the author ~ 
appear to delight in painting the the ~ 
atrical profession as worthleas. ¥
